Warden Megloughlin “Did his| 
best, he was fearless—to run the} 
penitentiary as it should be.” 

There were at least 100 danger- | 
ous insurrectionists in the prison 
and many others who were afraid 
not to join them.

POONA, India, June 26.—A 
Boy Scout band saved the life 
of the Mahatma Gandhi here 
Monday by blaring forth’ a 
welcome to an autompbile in 
which it was believed Gandhi 
was riding. A bomb wrecked 
the car, injuring seven of the 
Mahatma's supporters, but 
Gandhi himself was not a pas- 
senger. 

Police said the bomb was 
thrown just as the Scout band

It was a 
case of mistaken identity. 
Gandhi arrived five minutes 


after the explosion in another

Authorities announced they 
had arrested five men in con- 
nection with the bombing.

to free herself from the tangled web of lust into which 
she had been drawn by his pleadings, when a girl of 
eighteen. 


He had represented himself to her, she said, as a 
lonely, sex-starved man and that she owed it as a 
sacred duty to the public and to the wife of the Prem- 
ier to submit, lest he throw up the reins of office or 
send his wife to her death as the victim of child-bed 
agonies. 


Turn On Faucets to Stifle Noise 


She told of the premier's technique to prevent, his 
young sons from becoming suspicious of their father's 
nightly visitations to her room when she was a guest 
on different occasions—once for a period of a month 
—in his home. She told how the Premier, after his 
sons were asleep would tiptoe to the bathroom and 
turn on the faucets to blanket the noise, while he made 
her walk close behind him in his footsteps to his room, 
so that it sounded only as if one person was stirring. 

He would walk behind her on the return trip after his 
| passions has been sated, 
She did not even spare herself as she told of one occas- 
| Sion the Premier had taken her into his wife's room, in her 
| absence from home, and there had defiled his wife’s sanctum 
with his lawless desire. 


| Claimed She’s Victim of Assault 


She pictured herself as the victim of forcible as- 
saults upon her resistance, until she finally consented 
to his pleadings, on his representation that she was 
saving his wife from possible death, only to find that 
she was not to be allowed to retrace her steps back 
to the path of virtue after episodes of lust to which she 
was subjected, which undermined her health, shatter- 
ed her nerves and caused a nervous breakdown and a 
stay in hospital.

| Apologized for Casting Reflections 


Later on, when he succeeded in his object, the young 
girl said he apologized for having on the previous oc- 
casion, when thwarted, cast a reflection on her virgin- 
ity. “He said,” the young girl told the court, “that 
the condition of his clothing had satisfied him that I 
I had been a virgin, and it pleased him to know. that 
he was the first man who had so possessed her.” Of 
the saine occasion she said, ‘He said how wonderful 
it would be if he could retire from public life and de- 
vote himself to me, and enjoy such wonderful sex ex- 
periences.”

“FEED THE HUNGRY”

WHY THE SWEAT-SHOP? 

The Stevens committee has been hearing 
some more about the wages paid in our highly 
protected Canadian industries. A half-dozen 
or more shoe factories in Quebec had been in- 
vestigated by auditors, who reported to the 
committee. The findings appear to have been 
pretty uniform; sweatshop conditions, with 
employees over-worked and under-paid. 

One sample report is cited in the despatches. 
The factory concerned has paid “substantial 
profits” right through the depression. The av- 
erage weekly wage paid to women workers last 
October was $8.75. The average for men work- 
ers was $9.39. Most of these men were married, 
with families. One third of the men received 
less than $8 a week. 

Factory conditions were on a par with the 
wage rates, slave-driving foremen demanding 
the last ounce of energy the employees could 
put into their work. 

There is nothing new in this, either as 
regards the earlier investigations of the com- 
‘mittee, or other investigations in this and other 
countries. Enquiries over the last half century 
have shown it to be the rule that the more 
highly protected an industry is the lower the 
wages its employees are paid. The committee 
has found beyond any question that this rule is 
holding in Canada under the highest tariff in 
its history, as it had held here and elsewhere in 
times past 

One point the committee does not seem to 
have cleared up. Nothing is said about the 
amount of watered stock these sweat-shop op- 
erators have been paying the “substantial 
profits” on during the depression years. The 
committee ought to disclose some curiosity in 
that direction. Sweatshops are not run for the 
fun of the thing. They are run to pay dividends 
on over-capitalization. That is why they are 
sweat-shops.

The Select Standing Committee on Banks 
and Banking met at 10 a.m. on May 1, 1934, Mr. 
R. B. Hanson in the chair, 

The chairman: Mr. G. G. McGeer, K.C., of 
Vancouver has journeyed across the continent 
to present to this committee and the country 
certain views which he holds. Mr. McGeer has 
not been invited to attend before this commit- 
tee, but, being in Ottawa, he would like to be 
heard, and I would ask the committee if it 
desires to hear Mr. McGeer at this time. 
(Agreed). 

I should like to say this to Mr. McGeer: 
This committee has two very definite duties to 
perform; namely, the consideration of Bills 18 
and 19. There has been no other order of refer- 
ence to this committee, and anything that we 
touch on outside those references would be 
foreign to our inquiry. There will be no attempt 
made to limit Mr. McGeer in any way, but I 
would ask him to consider the task that we 
have before us, and to be as considerate as 
possible. 

Mr. G. G. McGeer, K.C., called. 

Mr. Minister, Mr. Chairrhan and members 
of the committee, I appreciate what your chair- 
man has said with reference to the nature of 
your inquiry. I appreciate the necessity of deal- 
ing with the problems of today in a practical 
way, having in mind the definite limitations 
that are, in the nature of things, imposed upon 
parliamentary committees. I should like to say 
at the outset, Mr. Chairman, that I come before 
the committee as a public man and as a poli- 
tician; and I approach this subject more from 
the point of view of one who, in public life, has 
tried to solve some of the dificult and perplex- 
ing problems that confront all governments in 
finding the means of financing those demands 
which are now being made upon all forms of 
government by the public at large. The neces- 
sity for changing our attitude on what might be 
considered long established practices of financ- 
ing government and of managing our financial 
system in general, was recognized by the Mac- 
millan committee which investigated the very 
problem that is before this committee now, that 
of finance and general economy. 

Hon. Mr. Mackenzie: The English commit- 
tee? 

The Witness: The English committee; and I 
would like for a moment, in opening, to refer 
to their recognition of the necessity of changing 
our attitude and our outlook. After dealing 
with the impossibility of continuing the era of 
laissez-faire, the committee says, at page 4, a 
portion of section 8: 


The most distinctive indication of the 
change of outlook of the government of this 
country in recent times, has been its grow- 
ing preoccupation, irrespective of party, 
with the management of the life of the 
people. A study of the Statute Book will 
show how ’profoundly the conception of the 
function of government has altered. Par- 
liament finds itself increasingly engaged in 
legislation which has for its conscious aim 
the regulation of the day to day affairs of 
the community and now intervenes in mat- 
ters formerly thought to be entirely outside 
its scope. This new orientation has its 
dangers as well as its merits. Between lib- 
erty and government there is an age-long 
conflict. It is of vital importance that the 
new policy, while truly promoting liberty 
by securing better conditions of life for the 
people of this country, should not, in its 
zeal for interference, deprive them of their 
initiative and independence which are the 
nation’s most valuable assets. 

The lesson of all this for our present 
purpose is that in the case of our financial, 
as in the case of our political and social, 
institutions we may well have reached the 
stage when an era of conscious and delib- 
erate management must succeed the era of 
undirected natural evolution. There are, 
as we shall see, already signs that the neces- 
sity for such a change of outlook is coming 
to be realized. The foundations of our 
financial system are being re-examined. 
Dogmas hitherto regarded as canonical are 
being questioned. The feeling is growing 
that our former easy-going ways will no 
longer insure our prosperity in a crowded 
and increasingly competitive world. 

Now, I want to deal today with the founda- 
tions of Canada’s financia! structure, and I do 
not propose to go further than to deal with the 
administration of public credit and public 
finance. In what I have to lay before yoa, I 
do not propose or suggest that we should inter- 
fere with the business of merchant banking. 
There is no reason, in our system, why the busi- 


ness of merchant banking should not be 
carried on in much the same way that it is 
carried on now, serving private interests, but 


when it comes to allowing the private merchant 
banker to take charge of and administer the 
public credit as a private profit-making mon- 
opoly, then that is something that all public 
men have a right to concern themselves about, 
under the system that we are now operating, 
we are actually farming out the public credit of 
the nation to a group of individuals who are 
administering it with two objectives in mind; 
first the private interest of the private mon- 
opoly and second, the maintenance of the con- 
sumer'’s buying power and the sustenance of 
the ability of the taxpayer to pay, this unfor- 
tunately has been allowed to come off a very 
bad second. So badly has that second run, that 
we now find from one end of the dominion to 
the other, municipal, provincial and national 
bankruptcy is everywhere apparent, and the 
social system is completely disrupted, a dis- 
astrous decline in the volume of business, forces 
all to consider not only what can be done, but 
what must be done if we are going to sustain 
any decent standard of living

When Your Back Goes 
Back On You 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCO;¥ 


The usual form of backache in the lower 
back is caused by a displacement or a conges- 
tion of some of the pelvic organs. This dis- 
placement will cause a_ persistent dragging 
down pain in the lower back because the sag- 
ging organs are pulling on ligaments which 
are attached to the spine, The 
congestion causes a pressure 
on delicate nerve centres 
which produce a_ referred 
pain to the back. 

Bladder inflammation 
causes a large percentage of 
backache in the small of the 
back. Inflammation in the 
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uterus or prostate will often 
cause a reflex pain in the 
lower back resembling lum- 
bago. Then there are strains 
from heavy lifting also producing an ache in 
the lower back, as with long-continued stoop- 
Sudden 


| ing, sich as working in the garden. 
strains may cause an injury to the muscles or 
nerves of the back. 

Those backaches brought on by a misplace- 
| ment of one or more of the small bones of the 

spine will frequently disappear following an 
adjustment. 

If a sacro-iliac strain is present, I would 
| suggest that you have the back examined by 
| an osteopath, chiropractor or naturopath. After 
; the doctor has given the correct manipulative 
} treatment, he will probably strap up the back 
with adhesive tape. In addition, it is advisable 
to take the fruit juice fast, as the fast will assist 
in absorbing any inflammatory poisons which 
may have settled around the region. Strapping 
with adhesive is helpful in cases of back strain, 
to give added support. 

The fast should be taken in practically 
every case of ache in the lower back as the 
absorption of poisons goes on more rapidly if 


If you have a backache you are most in- 
terested in what you may do to relieve the 
pain. The best general rule is to apply heat, 
as this assists in lessening congestion, relaxes 
the parts, and also helps to wash away wastes 
by bringing a better blood supply to the affected 
region. There are many ways in which heat 
may be applied, one good way of doing this is 
to place the patient under a deep-therapy light, 
which gives off a deep, penetrating heat. The 
patient should relax under the light for an 
half-hour or longer, and should take the treat- 
ment at least once a day. The diathermy is 
also a good treatment to use. The name dia- 
thermy means “heat through” and while the 
patient is taking the treatment he feels a 
warmth deep down inside the tissues which is 
very gratifying and comforting. The diathermy 
treatment should be taken several times daily 
if the pain is severe, and at least once a day, 
if the pain is mild. It is often a good plan to 
use both the deep therapy light and the dia- 
thermy. 

If you are able to find a doctor giving these 
treatments, I would strongly urge you to take 
them. In case you do not locate a doctor near 
you who has this type of treatment, then I 
would advise you to use hot applications at 
home. These are made by wringing a heavy 
towel out of hot water, as hot as can be borne 
by the skin. Lay the hot towel, folded up, over 
the aching back and change every two minutes 
to a fresh hot towel. It is surprising how greatly 
relieved the patient feels after the hot applica- 
tions. The all over hot tub bath may also be 
used with beneficial results. The use of the hot 
water bottle, or the electric heating pad may 
also serve to lessen the ache. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. Myles H. writes: “I have 
a severe pain in my back just below the 
shoulders, toward the right side. It is more 
painful at night and keeps me fram sleeping. 
Also have large brown spots on my neck; is 
this liver trouble? Is tea harmful in such a 
complaint?” 

ANSWER: The location of your pain is in- 
dicative of liver or gall bladder trouble, but, 
of course, I cannot accurately diagnose you by 
mail. It is not advisable for you to use coffee 
or tea, or any other drink which will place a 
burden upon the liver. 

QUESTION: Mr. Albert G. asks: “Should 
persons with high blood pressure avoid milk 
and meat in their diet?” 

ANSWER: One with high blood pressure 
should use a fasting cure to reduce the blood 
pressure to normal, Sometimes a milk diet 
is effective as a treatment if only two quarts 
of milk are used a day and no other food of 
any kind. After the blood pressure has be- 
come normal] it is perfectly safe for the patient 
to use a diet which contains one-fourth of a 
pound of meat daily besides one or two eggs. 
The rest of the diet should be made up mostly 


| of non-starchy vegetables. 


QUESTION: Mrs. A. M. P. asks: “What 
would cause puffiness under the eyes’ I have 
this trouble every morning when I waken.” 
| ANSWER: Puffs under the eyes are usually 
caused from kidney or heart trouble and I be- 
lieve the best plan would be for you to have a 
thorough examination to determine the cause. 
If you will send me your doctor's report, I will 
be glad to send you advice accordingly.

THE SWEEP OF LIBERALISM 

Ontario and Saskatchewan in 
their elections Tuesday have 
rolled up Liberal majorities which 
probably surprise even the Lib- 
erals themselves 

In Ontario the result at this 
writing was 66 Liberals to 16 
Conservatives, with a scattering 
of other parties, 

In Saskaechewan it was 6 Lib- 
erals, no Conservatives, three 
Farmer-Labor, one deferred and 
five doubtful. 

Coming on top of British Colum- 
bia and Nova Scotia, this verdict 
is more than a verdict of party. 


It is a sweep of Liberalism 
which is now coast to coast.

Growth on the whole has been 
satisfactory, although somewhat 
slow in some areas during the past 
week, 

The wheat crop continues to im- 
prove since the rains but the ef- 
fects of the protracted drought in 
May are apparent in the extreme 
southeast, the south central and the 
south west where under the best of 
conditions only light crops may be 
expected

Jimmy Londos, idol of the Greeks, 
came back to the heavyweight 
wrestling throne amid some of the) 
finest groaning, gurgling and 
cackling in years as he downed 
Burly Jim Browning, generally 


one hour, 10 minutes and 10 sec- 
onds Monday night before a crowd | 
of 20,000. 

The world series of wrestling, a 
match that has been in the making 
four years, wasn't the financial 
success expected as it lured but 
$40,000 into Jack Curley's treasury, 
but it was an artistic success from 
start to finish. 

VIRTUE'S REWARD 


It opened with the usual grimaces 
and strutting, pulling of faces, and 
cuffing, and it ended as all blood- 
tingling matches should end—in the 


old reliable triumph of virtue 
against all but insurmountable 
odds. 


Just before the finish, Browning, 
23314 pounds of brawny farmer boy 
from Verona, Mo., was submitting 
the handsome Greek veteran to all 
the Mayhem that even the wrestling 
ring will stand, He caught Londos, 
weighing only 195% pounds and 
standing five feet eight inches, a 
little fellow by comparison, in a 
torturous leg split, then a body 
scissors end finally trapped him in 
the hold that won the title here 
from Strangler Ed. Lewis two years 
ago—the celebrated aeroplane 
whirl.

He walked about the ring to get 
the circulation back in his legs, 
braced himself, threw back his 
head and gulped in great draughts 
of air. The will to do or die was 
written all over his classic features 
es he turned and faced his tor- 
mentor. The veterans who had 
seen most of this in the past, 
reached for their hats.

Sure enough, like a living light- 
ming flash, Londos hurled himself 
across the ring, picked Browning 
up in a crotch hold and smashed 
him head first to the ganvas cov- 
ered scaffold. Browning lay there 
dazed, groaning and Londos took 
on fresh courage and new vigor. 
He picked Browning up again. 
alammed him down, and then kept 
doing that until it looked as though 
bit would wear himself completely 
out.
